far  be  it  from  me  to  detrafii:  from  their 
Chara&ers ;  Let  the  Gentlemen  peaceably 
and  without  Envy  enjoy  what  they  richly 
deferve  ;  and  if  there  be  any  other  Re- 
ward to  which  they  be  juftly  entitled,  I 
will  readily  give  my  Vote  towards  doing 
them  Juftice.

L.  Pan.  Why,  to  Name  no  more,  has

G.  Steady.  If  I  may  without  Offence  ask 
the  Queilion  :   What  then  ? 

L.  Van.  Then  there  is  a  1  own  for  Sol- 
diers, and  a  Harbour  for  Ships. 

G.  Steadj.  Encore y  my  LrW,what  then  ? 
L.  Van.  Why  then,  what  the  D-  il  has 
the  Pretender  to  da  but  to  fee  out  from 
Dunkirk  with  an  invincible  Fleet  and 
Army,  and  to  Land  at  Dover,  and  then— 
a  F  nl  for  your  Church  and  -Liberty. 

G.  Steadj.  You  have  difpatched  this 
Affair  with  wonderful  Addrefs  and  Ex- 
pedition, my  Lordrznd  indeed  have  given 
the  Argument  its  full  Weight  :  But  the 
Misfortune  is,  this  whole  Matter  about 
Dunkirk  will  be  fo  fuddenly  at  an  End, 
that  I  fear  it  will  not  admit  of  a  De- 
bate, and  therefore  I  prefume  only  in  my 
ttf$p}  to  exprefs  my  Fears,  that  we  fhall 
one  Day  repent  the  Demolition  of  a  For- 
trefs  which  in  Time  we  may  want :  If 
evter  a  Rupture  fhall  happen  between 
Great  Britain  and  France,  or  Britain  and 
fioliandy  the Lofs  of  Dunkirk  will  be  fen- 
fiblyfelt.

Since  a  Perfon  of  his  Figure  and  Impor- 
tance expected  the  Thing  to  bedone,  there 
was  no  more  to  be  faid  :  The  prefling

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Inftanees  of  the  Dutch,   and  the  Epencc 

of  the  Garrifon,  might  have  been  fur- 
mounted,  but  the  redoubted  Engltfljman's 
Remonftrance  was  not  to  be  got  over, 
and  there's  an  End  of  Dunkirk.  So  now 
Mr.  S---le  may  plume  himlelf  with 
Demetriush  Chara&er,  and  henceforth  be 
ftird  Captain  £---/<?,  or  YoltorcMes. 
Weil,  my  Lord>  have  your  Champions 
proved  any  Thing  elfe  ? 

JL.  Vim  Yes,  That  the  Peace  is  not  as 
they  wou'd  have  it. 

G.  Steady.  That  I  do  in  my  Confcience 
believe,  for  many  fubftantiai  Reafons, 
and  (hall  not  put  your  Loi'dfhip  or  them 
to  the  Trouble  of  proving  ir.  If  the  War 
had  continued  two  Years  longer,  they  had 
carried  their  Point ;  and  it  mull  be  own'd 
they  have  Reafon  to  be  angry,  that  the 
Bit  was  taken  out  of  their  Mouth,  when 
a  little  later  it  had  been  paft  Recovery. 
Befides,  the  Peace  was  not  of  their  Ma. 
king,  my  Lord  Marlb  --gh  and  the  Whigs 
were  not  once  mentioned  in  the  Treaty  : 
There  was  no  Guarantee  for  the  Whig- 
Mintfiry,  Meflieurs  Buys  and  Vander  Dujfen

Procedings  of  the  Mini(iryi  obitructed  all 
our  Meafures,    rend^r'd  us  fufpe&ed  to 
our  Allies,  and  were  moving  Heaven  and 
Earth  to  (ink  the  Credit  of  the  Nation  : 
Under  thefe  Circumftances,  What  cou'd 
the  Miniftry  do,  but  prevent  our  Enemies 
at  Home,  and  be  before  hand  with  our 
Allies  Abroad,  and  make  an  honourable 
Peace  both  for  our  Friends  and  our  Selves? 
Nay,  tho'  the  Peace  were  a  bad  One,  the 
Whigs  of  all  Men  fhould  be  the  laft  in

a  Gentlemen,  you  may  fancy  what  you, 
"  pleaie,  but  I  want  no  Coadjutor,  no 
"  Director,  nor  will  I  admit  of  any  fuch; 
"  Your  Chofen,  your  Darling,  you  may 
"  make  much  of  when  I  am  gone;  but 
"  while  I  have  Life  by  ---  I'll  make  you 
"  know  I  can  hold  my  own  Scepter,  and 
"  rule  you,  without  the  Help  of  a  Second; 
"  Yoa  mull  know  likewife,  that  I  will 

"  not 
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a  not  fatter  any  young  Sapling  to  be  held 
"  up  at  me  in  terrorem.  Gentlemen,  I 
"  command  you  to  return  to  the  Place 
"  whence  you  came,  to  provide  whole. 
"  fome  Laws  for  the  welfare  of  England^ 
"  as  well  as  of  the  Protectant  Religion  ; 
"  and  take  it  along  with  you,  that  who- 
u  ever  offers  to  bring  in  my  Succeflbr 
"  before  I  am  Dead,  lhall  be  deemed  my 
"  Enemy  as  long  as  I  live* 

It  is  probale  a  Princefs  of  Her  Refo-

(  who  hath  fhewed  her  felf  rather  the 
tender  Parent  of  Her  People,  than  their 
Miftrefs)  will  incline  Her  upon  this  Oc- 
cafion  to  lament  them  more  than  Her 
felf.  What  a  Stab  muft  it  be  to  Her  ? 
And  what  a  melancholy  Renewal  of  Her 
Grief  for  the  Lofs  of  Her  Dear  Confort 
and  Hopeful  Son  I  In  fhort,  Mj  Lord,  k 
is  an  odious  Scheme,  and  I  can  never  ima- 
gine the  worthy  Perfonyou  hint  at,  is 
capable  of  giving  into  it ;  Fame  fpeaks 
him  a  Gentleman  of  Honour,  Good-na- 
ture, Civility,  a  fine  Underftanding  and 
true  C&tf^-Principles,  and  can  he  be  fe- 
duced  into  fuch  barbarous  Treatment  of 
his  Queen  ?  if  he  fhould  be  thus  delu- 
ded, 
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ded,  I  prophefy  loudly  he  would  ap- 
pear  to  all  Mankind  theReverfe  of  what 
he  is  now  reputed  to  be  :  But  I  ftill  look 
upon  this  to  be  only  agroundlefs  piece  of 
Scandal  caft  on  him  by  theWhigs^who  know

My  Lord,  let  not  our  Pique 
againft  one  Man  prompt  us  to  revenge  it 
on  our  felves  and  others  :  Let  not  our 
Zeal  for  the  Han  •  -  -r  Sue  -.-n  extinguifh 
the  Love  and  Duty  we  owe  Her  M—jty% 
If  the  young  Prince  comes  over,  the  Con- 
fequences are  plain ;  ail  Expe£lants?  that 
is,  the  greater  part  of  the  World  will 
flock  to  make  their  Court  to  him :  To 
compliment  him  on  his  Arrival  they  will 
prefs  to  have  him  declared  Gen  — mo  and 
L.  ft  A.  and  will  never  reft  fatisfied  till 
C  alj 
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all  Power  be  thrown  into  his  Hands,  and 
how  can  human  Wifdom  prevent  it,  or 
anfwer  for  the  Event  ?  Tho5  we  might 
depend  upon  his  fedate  Temper,  and  fear 
nothing  from  the  Fire  of  Youth,the  Thirft 
after  Rule,  and  the  Ignorance  cf  cur  Con- 
futation ;  yet  what  may  nor  the  Counfds 
of  Sycophants,  and  the  Defi'gns  of  wicked 
Men  compafs  ?

L,  Pan.  I  grant  it  hard,  and  fhould  not 
like  to  be  fervM  fo,  were  I  a.  King,  nor 
as  I  am  a  Lord  ;  but  Necefiity  and  the 
Public!:  Safety  require  it. 

G.  Steady.  Require  krMy  Lord,  'tis  all 
Stuff-arid  Cant;  there  is  no  neceflity  for 
it,  no  Danger  but  from  your  Friends: 
Here  is  a  pother  with  Popery,  Popery, 
when  I  defy  any  Man  to  point  oat  one 
Aftion  ofthe^tf^or  Her  Minifiry  that 
looks  like  a  Defign  to  bring  it  in  upon 
us.  On  the  contrary,  Ichallenge  any  Mor- 
tal to  fhew  me  a  rational  Method  how  it 
could  becompaflbd,  tho7  there  were  fucfi 
a  Defigri  on  Foot ;  nay  1  undertake  to 
prove,  that  according  to  the  Nature  of 
Things,  and  to  all  human  Appearance, 
Popery  cannot  gain  Ground  in  thefe  King- 
doms let  who  will  fucceed  Her  M»-Jty 
in  the  Throne.

G.  Steady.  It  may  eafiiy  be  proved,  My 
Lord,  if  People  will  but  open  their  Eyes, 
and  not  run  Blindfold  after  fuch  Scrib- 
blers as  Dunton,  Steele  and  Ridpath,  and 
the  reft  of  that  Gang  ;  Is  it  not  obvious 
to  every  Creature,  that  a  Tendency  to 
Superftition  is  not  at  prefent  our  Natio- 
nal Foible  ?   On  the  contrary,  is  it  not 
the  Fafihion,efpecially  *  mong  yourFriends, 
to  run  riot  againil:  the  decent  Ceremonies 
of  our  Church;  nay  agaiofl:  the  funda- 
mental Doftrines  oiChrifiianitj  ?  Is  it  not 
evident,  there  never  appeared  a  more  vio- 
lent and  univerfal  bent,  in  all  fortsof  Peo- 
ple, againft  the  Popijb  Religion  than  at 
this  Juncture?

I  am  perfuaded,  MjLord,  he 
could  not  have  fucceeded,  tho*  he  had 
acted  with  as  much  Caution  as  you  pleafe: 
However,  let  that  pafs,  and  let  us  exa- 
mine your  Inference.  King  James,  had  ai- 
moft  introduced  Popery  ,  therefore  an- 
other may  accomplifh  what  he  aimed  at  ; 
This,  as  Things  ftand,  I  pofitivety  deny- 
C  j  *  Jq 


In  his  Time  the  Prerogative  was  power- 
ful,   his    Revenues  ckar,  his  Exchequer 
full,  his  own  private  Eitate  very  conft. 
derable,     Pari  laments    were    laid    afide, 
judges  were  only  daring  Pleafure,  he  had 
a  (landing  Army  here,  and  in  helfxnd  the 
Fapiih  were  animated,  the   French  King 
was  hearty  in  the  Caufe,  was  young,  to 
what  he  is  now,  and  every  Way  enabled, 
as  well  "as  willing,'  to  affift  King  James \ 
and  with  all  thefe  Advantages  what  was 
done  ?    Why,  there  was  not  a  Skirmifh 
fought  for  him  in    England,    and   there 
would  have  been  little  or  no  Appearance 
elfe where  in  his  Favour,  had  the  P  -  -  -  of 
0  —  faithfully  obferved  his  Declaration. 
And  now  for  Argurftent-fake,  let  us  fup- 
pofe  the  P  ■  -  der  on  the  Throne,  and  that 
he  is  fo  far  diftta&ed,  and  a*  Bedlamite,  as 
to  attempt  an  Alteration  in  Religion;  the 
Queftion  will  occur  ;  What  isf  he.  able  to 
dotocompafsthe  Dcfignl  The  Preroga- 
tive is  crampt  in  a  thoufand  Particulars  :

Situation  fand  every  title  of  this  is 
Fad;  I  ask  any  Man  what  the  Pre  -  -der 
could  be  able  to  do,  though  a&ualiy  fea- 
red upon  the  Throne,  and  fo  loft  to  com- 
mon Senfe,  as  to  endeavour  at  bringing 
in  Pops? j. 

L.  Pan.  He  may  effect  that  by  Degrees, 
which  at  prefent  may  appear  Impractica- 
ble. 

G.  Steady.  If  he  be  a  Fool  he  could  ne- 
ver lay  his  Defigns  fo  as  to  bring  them 
to  bear :  And  if  he  be  a  Man  of  Under- 
standing, nay  if  he  has  but  theSenfe  of 
a  Goofe,  he  would  never  attempt  a  Thing 
fo  Extravagant,  efpecially  condderinghow 
much  he  muft  depend  upon  the  Parlia- 
ment. 

L.  Pan.  But  I  would  not  trufthim  with 
my  good  Will,  nor  any  Popifh  Tyrant, 
whether  Open  or  Clandestine. 

G.  Steady.  Nor  I  neither:  §1  am  as  lit- 
tle in  his  Interefts  Ss  you,  and  hate  Ty- 
ranny as  much.  But,  My  Lord,  I  obferve 
the  Gentlemen  of  your  jPa*,iy  ufe  the 
Phrafe  Popijh  Tyrant  very  often,  and  in 
my  Opinion,  very  prepofteroufly,  as  if 
Turktfb  Tyranny,  Lutheran  Tyranny,  or  Heam 

njli  Tyrany  were  nothing,  and  only 
C  4  Po~ 
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Fopifb  Tyranny  the  Devil  and  all  :  This  is 
juit  the  Cafe  of  that  celebrated  Game, 
calPd  Whisk.     Plain  fimple  Whisk,  accor- 
ding to  the    A---B---p   of  C-- -ry   is 
very  tolerable,  and   no  Difqualification, 
but  Whisk  and  Swabbers  is  the  Vengeance. 
Now  I  a  (lure  you,  I  abhor  Tyranny  be  it 
of  no  Religion,    or  of  what  Religion  you 
pleafe,    and  upon  this  Subject  could  vent 
as  many  Truifms  as  Mr.  St  --  le  hath 
done  upcn  Liberty :  But  the  Wicked  might 
fufped  me  of  an  Intention  to  infinuate 
dangerous  Things. 

L.  Pan.  Notwithstanding  all  you  have 
faid,  I  cannot  but  think  our  Religion  and 
Liberty  are  in  a  dangerous  Condition, 
confidering  the  Affiftance  the  Pre  *  -  -der 
may  have  from  foreign  Forces. 

G.  Steady.  If  the  Pre-  •  -der  had  any 
Territories  in  other  Countries  whence  he 
might  draw  upon  occafion  Men  and  Mo- 
ney, and  where  upon  Occafion  he  might 
retire,  if  Things  went  amifs  with  him 
here,  I  grant  the  Danger  would  not  be 
Vifionary  ;  but  as  the  Cafe  is  with  him, 
as  he  hath  not  a  Penny  in  his  Pocket,  nor 
a  Houfe  to  put  his  Head  in,  but  from  the 
Courtefy  of  others,  I  cannot  fee  how  he 
can  injure  us  with  Foreign  Forces. 

L.  Pan.  Lard,  thouart  fodultofCom- 
prehenfion  I  I  don't  mean  Foreign  Forces 

of

of  his  own,but  foreign  Forces  with  which 

his  Allies  may  afllft  him. 

G.  Steady.  I  crave  Pardon—  I  thought 
the  other  Reflexion  the  more  obvious—. 
But,  My  Lord,  if  all  the  Danger  confifts 
in  the  Help  of  his  Allies  mzy  give  him,  we 
may  fet  our  Hearts  at  reft,   our  Enemies 
at  Defiance,  and  every  one  (it  down  un- 
der his  own  FkvTree.    For  to  State  the 
Matter  clearly,ifthis  fame  Pretender  (who 
appears  to  you  in  as  many  Shapes  as  a 
Pofture-Man  cou'd)  be  to  come  in  at  all, 
it  muft  be  by  Confent,  by  Force  it  isim- 
poffible :  If  he  has   the  Confent  of  the 
People,  he  can  have  neither  Qccafion  nor 
Pretence  to  call  in  a  Foreign  Army  ;  and 
jfhouM  he  be  weak  enough  to  defire  fuch 
a  Thing,  he  muft  infallibly  be  the  firft 
Sufferer,  and  inftead  ofa  Prince  become 
a  Slave.     Bat  all  this  isTuppofmg  Caftles 
in  the  Air,  Things  that  may  not,  nay 
Things  that  never  can  be:  I  am  confident 
no  Bntifb  Parliament  will  ever  come  into 
fuch  dirty  Work  as  to  break  a  Proteftant 
in  favour  ofa  Popifb  S  —  #,  and  with- 
out  the  Parliament  the  Thing  is  manifeft- 
ly  impoflible.     From  the  IktieConverfa^ 
tion  I  have  among  the  Memkrs,  and  thofe 
who  are  faid  to  be  well  with  the  Miniftry, 
I  do  not  believe  there  is  one  of  the  latter, 
nor  ten  of  the  former,  but  are  unalterably 

devoted 
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devoted  to  the  Muftrhus  Houfe,  and  this 
even  in  the  fpiglit  of  the  Whigs,  who  omit 
no  Hellifli  Artifices? o  renderall,but  thtm-

Houfe  of  Hanover  ;  therefore  you  Tories 
are  it's  fworn  Enemies ;  which  is  the  only 
juft  Way  of  Reafoning  lever  knew  them 
guilty  of:  I  call  it  jult,  becaufe  they 
give  us  the  fame  Mew  tire  they  mete  to  them- 
j elves ;  for  this  Logick  wou'd  hold  very 
well  wkh  theixi,  if  we  fhou'd  Trumpet 

bout,  ia  what  Favour  we  are  ;  ibr  I 
have  the  Charity  to  think,  one  main  Rea- 
fon  why  they  affetl  to  affront  Jejiw  Chrift 
fo  ofcen,  js^  becaufe  we  Tories  treat  him 
at  lead  with  more  RefpeQ,  and  a  greater 
fhew  of  Adoration  than  they.  But  as  I 
hid  all  the  Suppofition  of  the  Pretender 
being  on  the  Throne,    is  wild,   and  only 

ie  to  fhew  whit  monftrous  Abfurdi- 
pQ$  thole  Men  fall  into,  who  fay,  that 
■  tho'  we  have  a  Protectant  Queen,  we  are 
in  Danger  of  Popery,  when  we  cou'd  not 
be  in  any  Danger  of  it,  even  upon  the 
extravagant  Suppofition  of  our  having  a 
Popijb  King.

L.  Van.  What  Trifhng  is  this,  how  ma- 
ny impertinent  Evasions  do  you  ufe  ?  Thy 
B  rain  joes  muddied:  Why  don't  you  come 
to  the  ^oint  of  his  Allies. 

G.  Steady.  Upon  the  exa&eft.  Enquiry 
I  can  make,  I  find  but  Three  or  Four  we 
call  his  Allies.  The  Hrit  is,  the  French 
King,  who,  zealous  as  he  is  to  propagate 
his  own  Religion,  has  no  .great  Stomach 
to  a  new  War  :  He  hath  had  his  Hands 
but  too  full  already  ;  Never  was  Man 
more  fick  of  a  Wife,  nor  more  defirous  to 
be  rid  of  her,  than  he  of  the  late  War; 
and  he  is  now  grown,  too  old,  too  feeble, 
too  poor,  and  too  deerepid  to  engage  a- 
gain  :  At  lead:,-  if  he  (houid  be  lb  frolick* 
ibrne  in  his  old  Days,  at  near  Fourfcore,  as 
.  to  venture  into  the  Lifts,  I  dare  Anfwer 
for  it,  his  Adverfary  need  not  apprehend 
much  from  his  Vigou ■'. 

L.  Pan.  This  islmpertinent  to  the  lad 
Degree,  the  moil  provoking  Foolery  ! 

G.  Steady.  To  be  feriQm*  My  Lord,  I 
believe,  unlefs  the  ¥?em-/  igdqats,  he 
will  not  meddle  with  a  new  War :  Ke  is 
very  old,  and  every  Way  upon  the  De- 
cline; He  knows  the  diftra£fced  Condition 
his  own  Kingdom  and  Succeffion  rnuft  be 
in,  fhou'd  he  die  and  leave  them  involved 
in  a  War :  He  has  dropt  the  Character  of 
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Invincible,  and  now  hopes  to  die  in  Peace: 
he  has  been  fo  often  baffled  in  the  At- 
tempts he  made  upon  England,  that  he 
hath  got  a  Surfeit  of  fuch  Enterprises ; 
and  which  isftill  more  for  our  Security^ 
he  cou'd  not  ,  tho'  he  were  willing  to 
do  h,  make  any  extraordinary  Efforts 
againfl:  us.  i\lr,  Steele  in  his  Englishman, 
N°.  \o.  hath  given  a  full  and  lively  De- 
fcription  of  the  Mifery  and  Poverty  of 
Wtance,  to  which  I  fhall  add,  That  the 
Kingdom  is  exhaufted  of  Men  and  Mo- 
ney, the  King's  Exchequer  empty,  the 
People  difpirited,  fatigued  and  oppreffed 
by  the  late  Y/ars,  the  Publick  Credit 
entirely  funk,  the  Naval  Force  fhattered 
to  a  Degree  fcarce  to  be  imagined,  info- 
much,  that  to  fave  his  Crown,  the  King 
cou\l  not  at  this  Juncture,  nor  will  he  in 
many  Years,  (tho*  he  might  live)  be  able 
to  fk  out  a  tolerable  Fleet  to  look  us  in 
ths  Face,  It  ought  to  be  confidered  like- 
wife,  That  probably  the  Government  will 
foon  devolve  upon  an  Infant,  and  that  a 
Mtnoiity  in  fr^^^isalwaysattended  with 
Civil  Wars,  of  which  there  is  now  a 
greater  liklihood  than  ever,  there  being 
a  Spirit  of  Murmuring  and  Difcontent 
through  the  whole  Nation:  And  now, 
My  Lord,  if  you  confider  the  Circmmftan- 
ces,  I  believe  you  will  allow  shere  is  not 

much 
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much  Danger  to  be  apprehended  from  that 

Quarter. 

L.Pan.  But  the  Pretender  may  procure 
the  Afliftance  of  other  Allies. 

G.  Steady,    Yes,  My  Lord,  I  find  feme 
People  of  Forefight  horribly  ftartled  at 
the  Duke-  of  Lorraine's  Power :  The  pro- 
found Daily  Courant  and  Flying  Poft,  gave 
a  dreadful  Account  of  25000  Men.    of 
which  12000  are  Horfe,  lately  raifed  by 
that  Prince,  and  I  hear  it  wliifper'd  by 
good  Hands,that  he  is  fitting  out  a  Fleet  of 
50  Men  of  War  upon  the  Mofelle.   Thefe 
Things  indeed  carry  an  ill  Afpe£fc.   If  the 
Duke  of  Lorraine  fhould  fllipof  thof^i  5000 
Foot  and  12000  Horfe,  &c.  If  he  fhou'd 
Sail  over  three  or  fourfcore  Leagues  of 
Land,  and  come  and  catch  us  Napping, 
we  might  be  finely  ferved,  £ovJieepy9fenJe- 
lefs,  JlupidDogs,  as  the  Bifbop  of  S----m 
thinks  us :  But   upon  mature  Confidera- 
tion,  I  begin  to  apprehend  no  Danger  ca 
that  Side.
